Bueetzs for the component branches 
of the Chicago Dental Society, in- 
volves making a plan for the use of the 
income to satisfy the needs and desires 
of the component branches for a definite 
period of time. 

Incomes include total monies received 
from the parent Society and monies de- 
rived by functions performed by the com- 
ponent branches of the Society. 

Budgeting is worth-while for many rea- 
sons. It balances spending by apportion- 
ing incomes in advance to cover branch 
Society needs. Budgeting checks wasteful 
spending and extravagances by making 
the differences between actual needs and 
mere desires apparent. A budget will and 
may very well prevent quarrelling and 
misunderstanding by outlining the finan- 
cial routes a branch must take to stay 
within its income. 

The various branch chairmen who help 
plan branch budgets are most likely, in- 
stead of arguing and pulling in opposite 
directions, to stay within the apportioned 
allowance, learning branch and Society 
cooperation and money management at 
the same time. A budget serves as a basis 


to derive the greatest value and enjoy- 
ment from its acquired monies for branch 
Society activities and programming. 

All branches must make some provi- 
sions for budgeting. In some branches the 
annual budget is prepared either by the 
president of the branch or under his su- 
pervision and then submitted to the 
branch legislative committee for approval 
and adjudication. In either branches the 
preparation of the budget is entrusted 
entirely to a legislative committee. The 
preparation of the budget for all branches 
is the responsibility of the presidents of 
the respective branches. 

Once the financial program is adopted 
there remains the presidential responsi- 
bility of overseeing its effective execution. 
The branch president together with his 
officers, board of directors and various 
committee heads perform this function 
by regulated apportionment of appropria- 
tions. In this way the necessity for addi- 
tional deficiency appropriations is mini- 
mized if not entirely avoided.
